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Ship  Brings  549  Refugees 
Here  Tomorrow  Morning 


The  Marine  Flasher,  carrying 
the  second  contingent  of  dis- 
placed persons  into  Boston,  is 
expected  to  dock  at  Common- 
wealth Pier  tomorrow  at  8  a.  m. 

The  549  passengers,  majority 
from  Poland  and  Lithuania, 
will  be  welcomed  to  their  ha- 
ven by  Gov.  Dever  and  H.  D. 
Hodgkinson,  chairman  of  the 
Massachusetts  Commission  of 
Displaced  Persons.  Most  of  the 
refugees  are  sponsored  by  the 
Hebrew  Immigrant  Aid  Society. 

Ninety-five  children  under  10 
are  listed  among  passengers  on 
the  Marine  Flasher,  one  of  25 
ships  operating  under  the 
I.  R.  O.,  which  will  carry  some 
205,000  refugees  to  the  United 
States  within  a  two-year  period. 
The  Marine  Flasher  sailed  from 
Bremerhaven,  Germany,  Jan. 
17. 

Workers  from  a  dozen  volun- 
teer organizations  and  govern- 
ment bureaus  will  be  on  hand 
tomorrow  to  guide  arrivals 
through  customs  and  place  them 
on  special  trains,  which  will 
take  many  to  New  York,  some  to 
the  South  and  others  as  far  as 
the  West  Coast. 

Thirteen  will  find  homes  in 
Greater  Boston;  in  all,  64  will 
reside  in  New  England. 
Pier  authorities  have  requested 


relatives,  friends  and  sponsors  not 
to  bring  private  cars  onto  the  pier 
in  order  to  avoid  congestion. 

International  Institute  will  pro- 
vide 'interpreters.  The  Greater 
Boston  Committee  for  Displaced 
Persons,  set  up  by  the  Greater 
Boston  Community  Council,  will  co- 
ordinate participating  organiza- 
tions' to  assist  in  the  disembarka- 
tion. 

Children,  elderly  persons  and 
those  who  may  be  ill  will  be  assist- 
ed by  the  Red  Cross  First  Aid  Corps. 
Other  Red  Cross  workers  will  dis- 
pense coffee,  milk,  cocoa  and  a  light 
lunch. 

Representatives  of  the  three  major 
religious  faiths  of  the  newcomers — 
National  Catholic  Welfare  Con- 
ference, Church  World  Service, 
United  Service  for  New  Americans, 
International  Rescue  and  Relief 
Committee,  United  Ukranian  Rel'ef 
and  the  Hebrew  Immigrant  Aid  So- 
ciety will  be  on  the  pier. 

Arrival  tomorrow  of  the  Marine 
Flasher  will  bring  the  total  number 
to  1362  newcomers  entering  through 
Boston.  The  Army  transport  Omar 
Bundy  docked  here  with  813  dis- 
placed persons  Nov.  18.

The  relationship  of  high  grade 
preferred  stocks  to  bonds  is  a  sub- 
ject generally  taken  for  granted. 
For  the  most  part  it  is  assumed  that, 
since  both  represent  a  fixed  rate  of 
return,  they  will  move  more  or  less 
together.  Over  a  period  of  time 
there  is  a  correlation. 

The  subject  becomes  more  inter- . 
esting  in  observing  the  occasions  on 
which  they  deviate.  What  is  more, 
the  deviation  is  quite  marked  at 
times.  Some  who  have  studied  the 
relationship  feel  that  the  normal 
yield  differential  between  high 
grade  preferreds  and  bonds  is 
about  1  percent.  That  is  if  high 
grade  bonds  yield  2.87  percent,  pre-, 
ferreds  should  yield  about  3.87  per- 
cent. 

A  chart  of  Standard  &  Poor's  15 
preferred  stocks  and  Moody's  triple 
A  double  A  and  single  A  corporate 
bonds  from  1919  to  the  present  based 
on  yield  fairly  well  confirms  this 
view.   However,  in  1920,  in  1928  to 
1932  and  again  at  the  present  time 
this  relationship  is  very  much  dis- 
torted. In  1920  the  yield  differential- 
was  less  than  Vi  percent.    In  the 
final  stages  of  the  bull  market  of  the 
1920's  and  on  up  to  1931  the  yield 
differential  closed  up  again.  In 
fact  the  yield  on  preferreds  and  AA 
grade  bonds  was  the  same  in  1931. 
As  compared  to  the  A  grade  bonds 
the  preferred  stocks  actually  yield- 
ed about  1  percent  less.  Incidentally, 
the  preferreds  at  that  time  yielded 
about  5  percent.  By  1932  preferred 
stocks  had  fallen  to  a  6  percent  yield- 
while  A  grade  bonds  were  down 
further  to  just  over  7  percent. 

Obviously  what  happened  here 
4  was  a  matter  of  credit  risk.  Triple 
10%  A  quality  bonds  were  back  to  normal 
575     ratio  to  preferreds.   Lesser -quality 
bonds  were  not  considered  as  good 
a  risk  as.  high  grade  preferreds. 

At  present  the  yield  differential 
is  over  1  percent  in  favor  of  the 
preferreds.  The  spreads  as  of  -  Oct. 
28  were  1.39  percent  for  .Triple  A 
bonds,  1.21  percent  for  AA  bonds 
and  1.09  percent  for  A  bonds.  This 
differential  has  only  been  exceeded 
once  since  1919,  that  -  occasion  was 
in  1942.  Based  on  past  history, 
preferreds  should  give  a  better  re- 
sult for  the  time  being  than  long 
corporate  bonds.  That  is,  if  the  gap 
narrows  to  a  normal  relationship, 
either  bonds  will  have  to  decline

As  an  American  of  Latvian 
parentage  I  feel  called  upon  to 
say  a  word  in  behalf  of  the  29 
Latvian  refugees..  Certainly 
such  a  fine  group  of  people  as 
these  deserve  admission.  Sun- 
day I  had  the  privilegt  of  visit- 
ing these  people  and  was  deep- 
ly moved  by  their  faith  in  God 
and  in  our  great  country.  They 
are, not  asking  for  charity  and 
all  are  able  workers  in  very 
good  health.  Their  professions 
range  from  teacher,  doctor,  and 
engineer  to  carpenter  and 
farmer,  all  of  which  skills  are 
sorely  needed  in  our  country  to- 
day. 

It  is  a  matter  of  statistical 
data  that  the  Latvians  have 
been  very  easily  assimilated 
into  American  life.  One  of  the 
first  men  to  be  killed  in  the 
Civil  War  was  a  Latvian.  Many 
have  become  famous  in  their 
fields.  Among  noted  Latvian- 
Americans  are  the  composer 
Alfred  Kalnins,  Dr.  Eiman,  emi- 
nent pathologist,  and  Alexan- 
der Siemel,  well  known  writer 
and  wild-game  photographer, 
and  whose  books  on  the  Bra- 
zilian Matto  G  r  o  s  s  o  have 
thrilled  thousands.  At  present 
there  are  about  50,000  Latvians 
and  their  descendants  in 
America. 

I  earnestly  urge  that  this 
great  newspaper  do  all  4n  its 
power  to  help  these  unfortu- 
nate 29  Latvian  refugees.

I  GENEVA,  April  13— Ships  of 
the  International  Refugee  Organi- 
fction  in  March  moved  the  largest 
Itotal  of  refugees  to  date,  organiza- 
tion headquarters  announced  Jiete 
today.

To  The  Christian  Science  Mo?rrf  or: 

Your  editorial  of  September  8,  "What 
Should  It  Expect?''  provides  an  opportunity 
to  point  out  the  injustice  done  Alger  Hiss. 

There  are  three  methods  by  which  men 
judge  their  fellows.  The  first  is  trial  by 
identity,  in  which  a  man's  race  or  religion 
is  sufficient  grounds  to  condemn  him.  The 
recent  incarceration  of  American  citizens  of 
Japanese  blood  is  an  example  of  this  type 
of  lynch  law. 

The  second  method,  stemming  from  the 
first,  is  trial  by  confrontation.  This  method 
lends  itself  to  serious  injustice.  Men  falsely 
accuse  their  fellows  for  many  reasons, 
among  which  are  fear,  greed,  and  hatred. 
This  method  is  standard  jurisprudence  in 
Russia.  The  court  testimony  of  Bukharin's 
trial  is  particularly  illuminating  both  as  to 
method  and  to  the  bizarre  end  to  which  the 
method  has  been  carried. 

The  third  method  is  our  own  trial  by  evi- 
dence.

Aug.  1  <AP)— A 
record  number  of  displaced  persons, 
18.580.  are  expected  to  be  brought  to 
the  (jnited  States  during  August,  the 
International  Refugee  Organization 
announced  today. 

The  agency  said  16  chartered  Army 
transports  will  carry  the  D.P.'s  from 
Bremerhaven.  Germany,  to  Boston, 
New  York  and  New  Orleans.  This 
would  exceed  by  more  than  5000 
the  total  11.547  transported  in  13 
vessels  during  July. 

The  speed-up  is  to  ensure  the  ar- 
rival of  205,000  D.P.'s  authorized  for 
admittance  into  the  United  States 
by  June  30.

An  Act  to  secure  fair  educational  practices,  eqiality 
of  educational  opportunity,  and  to  eliminate  and 
prevent  discrimination  in  education  because  of 
race,  religion,  color  or  national  origin. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Declaration  of  Policy.  —  It  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  the  policy  of  the  commonwealth  that  the  Ameri- 
can ideal  of  equality  of  opportunity  requires  that  students, 
otherwise  qualified,  be  admitted  to  educational  institutions 
without  regard  to  race,  color,  religion,  creed  or  national 
origin,  except  that,  with  regard  to  religious  or  denominational 
educational  institutions,  students,  otherwise  qualified,  shall 
have  the  equal  opportunity  to  attend  therein  without  dis- 
crimination because  of  race,  color  or  national  origin.  It  is  a 
fundamental  American  right  for  members  of  various  religious 
faiths  to  establish  and  maintain  educational  institutions 
exclusively  or  primarily  for  students  of  their  own  religious 
faith  or  to  effectuate  the  religious  principles  in  furtherance 
of  which  they  are  maintained.  Nothing  contained  in  this 
act  shall  impair  or  abridge  that  right. 

Section  2.  The  General  Laws  are  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  chapter  151R  the  following  new  chapter:  — 

Chapter  151C. 
Fair  Educational  Practices. 

Section  1.    As  used  in  this  chapter  — 

(a)  The  word  "board"  means  the  board  of  education 
established  by  section  one  A  of  chapter  fifteen. 

(h)  The  term  "educational  institution"  means  any  in- 
stitution for  instruction  or  training,  including  but  not  limited 
to  secretarial,  business,  vocational,  trade  schools,  academies, 
colleges,  universities,  primary  and  secondary  schools,  which 
accepts  applications  for  admission  from  the  public  generally 
and  which  is  not  in  its  nature  distinctly  private,  except  that 
nothing  herein  shall  be  deemed  to  prevent  a  religious  or 
denominational  educational  institution  from  selecting  its 
students  exclusively  from  adherents  or  members  of  such 
religion  or  denomination  or  from  giving  preference  in  such 
selection  to  such  adherents  or  members. 

(c)  The  term  "religious  or  denominational  educational 
institution"  shall  include  any  educational  institution, 
whether  operated  separately,  or  as  a  department  of,  or 
school  within  the  university,  and  which  is  operated,  super- 
vised or  controlled  by  religious  or  denominational  organiza-

The  Federal  Government  ia  no  more  required  to  fill  out  the  appli- 
cation8  for  the  naturalisation  examination  than  the  oivil  service 
ia  required  to  fill  out  forms  that  office  gives  out,    Because  cf 
the  difficulty  in  filling  out  forma,  the  State  Division  fills  a 
useful  purpose  not  duplicated  by  the  federal  office, 

2,  Although  immigration  has  fallen  off,  naturalization 
haa  not,    Naturalisation  has  inaroased  tremendously,    De  stated 
that  this  year  the  Boston  district  ha8  received  over  30,000 
more  applioationa  than  the  previous  yoar»  or  an  over  TO  per 
oent  inoreaa*, 

3,  The  problem  of  help  in  naturalisation  is  a  real  one. 

It  may  be  true  that  only  3  states  maintain  immigration  divisions 
but  in  many  atates  there  are  public  offices  doinr;  similar  work 
paid  out  of  tax  funds,    he  mentioned  Alabama,  Connedtiout, 
<  ennaylvenia,  Sew  York,  District  of  Columbia  and  other  coast 
sta'-ea.    The  information  on  thia  point  he  rave  as  from  authen- 
tic sources  from  heada  of  federal  service  in  thoao  localities, 

4,    The  coat  of  naturalisation  varies  from  $5  to  £20  de- 
pending upon  particular  individuals  and  therefore  additional 
fees  for  service  might  be  hard  for  individuals  to  meet,  .rale 
of  booklet  might  be  poaaible  but  price  of  tl  would  be  exoeasivo 
as  commercial  booklets  retail  for  2JI/, 

5*    The  ex i ate nee  of  the  ftato  Di via ion  haa  practically 
eliminated  sucoeasful  activities  of  ohiselers  and  fixera, 
reported  instancea  of  peraons  paying  as  high  as  ^1000  to  cir- 
cuavent  law  and  attempt  illegal  naturalisation.    The  work  of
